More Details of the Destruction 
Wrought by the Storm. 


—— << 


The Damage Appalling—Serious Set- 
back to the Fruit Trade. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, September 6.—The story of 
the storm which desolated the Island of 
Jamaica seems not to be yet told. Looking 
inland from Port Antonio a man can see for a 
distance of fifteen or twenty miles, and in 
the whole of that space not a growing plant, 
cocoanut, breadfruit, banana, cane. corn stalk 
or yam vine has been left. The coflee bush- 
esaretorn and stripped of their berries. 
Thousands of cacoanut trees have been blown 
down on a single plantation. 

‘The cyclone leveled hundreds of houses and 
ecburches. The reports show that in St. 
George’s District, Portand, 151 houses were 
wrecked, at Yalatis tifty-nine houses, in the 

sath District fifty houses, in the parish of 
St. Catharine every church and many houses, 
ut New Castle twenty houses, and so on 
along about 200 miles ofthe coast. At Kings- 
ton the damage done is estimated at t600,000, 
and the sum total of loss by the cyclone 

IS APPALLING. 

It will take many planters a good miuny 
vears to get their plantations into order. 
Thousands of families hive been rendered en- 
tirely destitute. It is not known 
how many persons have perished by the dis- 
aster. The hurricane wil! have a most calam- 
itous effect on the fruit trade, which must 
come to a standstill fora year or more, and 
may probably never be again brought up 
to its present promusiag state. There has 
already been some talk among maste.s and 
snip-owners-of reviving trade with’Truxillo, 
Ruatan and other places in Central America 
which was broken off.a few years back bya 
simliar disaster there. ‘The principal shipper 
bas already had to telegraph merchants ia 
America to cease sending their vessels.

The Destructive Hurricane. 

SAVANNAH, GA., September 6.—A_ special 
to the Morning News from Jacksonville, 
Fla., says twelve wrecks by the same cyclone 
that struckthe Vera Cruz have been report- 
ed, two steamers and ten = suil- 
ing vessels, among them the 
schooner Ada J. Simonton, from lTensa- 
coju for Boston, laden with lumber. The 
crew was saved. Twelve of the crew of a 
Norwegian bark got «ashore yesterday 
next St. John’s Bar. The coast 
for 100 miles is strewn with coos “of al! 
descriptions from wrecks. ‘The survivors of 
the Vera Cruz will leave for Savannah en 
route to New York. A large schooner, cop- 
per-bottomed, was seen floating off Matanzas 
inlet. The survivors are expected on the 
City Point tu-morrow. 


More PDetatls. 

BALTIMORE, September o.--The  Galis 
News’ letter of tbe 28th, contains further par- 
ticulars of the storm which devasted 
Jamaica. Utter destruction followed 
the storm and the damage could 
not be estimated. Inthe Up Park camp the 
prisoners were released to save their lives 
threatened by the falling buildings. Two 
women were Killed at Glengoffe 
by a house falling upon 
them and at New Castle one soldier and 
three women are reported killed. Not a 
«reen leaf is to be seen for miles, and twenty 
years will be required to resiore the place to 
the condition which existed before the 
storm. .

21, 18€0.—A Tourjee party no longer, we are 
now nothing more than individual Tourjeans, 
scattered about in various countries of this 
mixed-up Europe, or out on the vasty deep, 
a-sailing cit into the longed-for West. We 
dropped a goodly share of our goodly com- 
pany away back in Geneva two weeks ago. 
We left yet others in Paris Monday, when we 
braved the terrors of that dreadful channel, 
and when.on Wednesday last, after our two 
days in London together, our tour under the 
charge of Henry Gaze and Son was ended, we 
scattered like chaff before the wind. A 
few went directly to Glasgow and sailed 
on Thursday last on the good steamer De- 
vonia, on which we came over. Others are 
traveling in verious parts of this United King- 
dom, 2nd of those who remainin London, 
some bave yvone to boarding-houses, and a 
fewiemain at the hotels. Arabella and I 
chose the latter plan,going, however, from the 
lonely West-end Grosvenor House, to which 
we weretaken wiih the party, tothe more 
central Inns of Court «Hotel, which is in the 
heart Oo? the city and delightfully convenient 
to those tempting parlors which the wary 
spiders prepare for us silly tiles—the shops. 
somewhat like our own precious common in 
the very midst of business Boston, is the 
charming park called Lincoln’s Inn Fields, up- 
on which our window looks, and thence away 
over the roofs and spires and towersof this 
vast cHy. Ofthe famous London fog we have 
had «\most excellent experience, for the sun 
bas notshone out clearly a single morning, 
but nejther bas it rained, so we have been 
fortunate! _ 
Wharta eis notdevoted by us to shop- 
pirg is given to sight-seeing and lying in bed 
—primcipalivibe laiter. Forour meais urea 
matter of charming uncertainty, being taken 
just when and where the notion seizes us. 
Like Gail Hamilton in ‘*Gala Days,” when 
we have rothing betiterto do we get some- 
thingtoeat! A delightful mode of existence 
after our long enshackled state, wher we Rad 
io come, go, sleep, eut, see sights and enthuse 
to onder, and one that we thoroughly appre- 
ciate. Such funny episoaes us we experi- 
ence, such odd sights as we see, and such 
quaint old places as we expioie: 

There is one bit of evidence that i must 
sive, apropos of the above, in favor of Lon- 
don people and manners. So often have | 
beaid and read that it was impossible fora 
lady or Jadies to go about London streets un- 
protected by maleescort or elderly chaper- 
one without encountering disagreeabe and 
even iusuiting glances and words, that it has 
been with a deal of pieasure that I have 
proved the contrary. Not cspecially ancient 
or unattractive myself, aud accompanied by a 
youBg jiady Whois very decidediy young 
ana attractive, Wwe Lwo American 
girls Jiave been out of the. hotel 
eariv and Jate, here, there aud everywnere, 
and not once have We been molested or made 
ufrsid. My old theory that a woman who be- 
hayes herself mav go through the world 
safely on her own responsibility and in her 
own ‘care bas been very greatly strengthened 
by this sumiiei’s experience and observation. 

Where have we been and what nave we 
done? Well, it would be hard to tell, To 
begin with, #3 I observed before, doubtless, 
we have been shopping,and to such an extent 
teo that our purses bave become so deploted 
that beefsteaks and bus fares toom up in aw- 
ful proportions in the vista of the four days 
still remaining before we sail on Thursday 
night. 

Then we spent a diay at the Crystal Palace— 
that perfectly wonderful conglomeration of 
everything artistic. everything beautiful, and 
everything tempting in the way of astonish- 
ing bargains for sixpence aplece, even to big 
Wax dons tbat open and sbut their eyes, and 
squeak most beautifully when-you squeeze 
them bard enough. How can Londoners 
ever be upnbappy when sucha delightful re- 
ecrtis open to them, first-class railway fare 
there and back included for only a shillinz! 

An afternoon inthe tower with a comical 
ola guide in a stiil more comical dress, of 
vbich the crowning peint was a big bell- 


_.-~erewned black velvet hat, intothe band of 


which were thickly Knotted alternate ribbons 
of very faded red, white and blue, gave usa 
very good notion of the o/d buildings so full 
of richest and saddest associations, and of the 
ancievt armor, the crown jewels and other 
curious relics therein preserved. 

Coming out of the tower into the crowd of 
vehicles and asking the nearest way to Lon- 
con Bridge, where we were to take a bus- 
for we bave economically eschewed the han- 
«oms and cabs in Which we drove about the 
city at tirst—we were directed to the Subway, 
which was pointed out to us, and to which we 
turned without the faintest notion as to what 
the Subway was. Entering alittle pagoda- 
like building we saw descending stairs and 
followed those abead of us, down, down, 
down a winding wav into dimly-lighted dark- 
ness, tii] we finally brought up ata _ turnstile 
where was a boy collecting half-penny tolls, 
paying which and passing on we found our- 
selves in a tiny tunnel, barely high enough to 
stand up in—a tall man bebind had to take 
off his hat-—-and barely wide enough 
to walk single tile in, while 
the walls rounded out on both sides,makiang a 
perfect circle. Away ahead in the dim dis- 
iance, the tunnel looked sinailer in the per- 
spective, while from ceiiing and walls oozed a 
very perceptible Gampness. making overshoes 
and rubber cloaks almost a necessity.

Strange and varied indeed are the modes of 
vetting apout this big city, where in a single 
doy.

Itisa 
funny and romantic little two-wheeled vehi- 
cle, covered at the top but open in front,with 
a driver percbed up behind entirely out 
of sight, whom you immediately forget 
all about, and irresistibly fancy that the 
thing goes of itself. Itis fascinating riding, 
and i really wish I badn’t spent all my money 
and become reduced to omnibus traveling. 

One evening—one night, | may almost say— 
we spent in the comical place to which ladies 
are assigned who visit the House of Com- 
mons.

One year ago Mary Campbell was pure and 
spotiess, and, with a gentle aunt as her 
guardian, ber future looked bright. But in an 
evil hour she listened to the voice of the 
tempter, and yesterday, asthe result, closed 
her sinful career by death at her own hands. 

Leftun orphav atthe age two years, she 
knew but little of the loss she had sustained, 
but the kind protection of s mother’s sister 
was given her by Mrs. Mary Brewer, who 
sought to fill the place that death had made 
vacant.

On Sunday afternoon she was visited at her 
home by Pierson, who exerted every intlu- 
ence he could command to induce herto re- 
turnto him.

She then went to 
Sharp’s drug store and, giving the mame of 
Mrs. Davis, dGuplicatedtheorder. } Dr. 
Wilson’s drug store was visited, and again 
five cents Wasinvestedin the deadly poison. 
Then tbe drug store at the corner of Peach- 
tree and Decatur streets supplied another five 
cents’ worth of morphine, and finally Schu- 
mabn completed the twenty grains that caus- 
ed the helpless girl’s death. At each of these 
stores she gave a different name, and saysshe 
hought the morphine in small quantities in 
order to avoid any suspicion. When she had 
spent her lust (uarter she returned to her 
home and, going in the house, filled her mouth 
with water, and, after leaving the room,added 
the morphine and swallowed the deadly drug. 

She expressed no desireto live when told 
of tbe result, and asked that her aunt be sent 
for, but before she arrived Mary Lou Camp- 
bell bad sunk intoasleep from which she 
could not bejaroused, and at 5 o’clock vester- 
ne her troubles were ended by

Mary Lou Campbell, though a poor and ob- 
scure girl, clung to her womanhood witha 
tenacity worthy of imitation, and in death 
gave up ber soul toits Maker rather than 
risk the chances of again being delud- 
ed.

JOE EMMET’S DEBAUCH.

The Actor Loses His St. Louis Watch 
and Squanders $2,500. 
From the New York Times, 4th. 


A coach stopped in front of Remington’s 
gun store, atjNo. 285 Broadway, alittle before 
noon yesterday, and a finely built man, wear- 
ing cloth-topped gaiters, a fashionabiy cut 
suit of light grav cloth, stepped unsteadily to 
the pavement. In the act of doing so he 
struck his tall white hat against the roof of 
the coach and crushed it down over his eyes. 
Ofticer Christopher Smith, of the Broadway 
squad, was passing at that moment. and his 
aitention being attracted by the smashing of 
a man’s hat, looked closely at him, and recog- 
pized inthe curly hair, bright hazel eyes and 
veculiar smile that played about the lips the 
familiar features of Joseph Kk. Emmet, the ac- 
tor. His beard was unshaven,however,and his 
staggeripg gait showed him to be stil! suffer- 
ing from the effects of his prolonged debauch. 
k:mmet was almost instantly recognized by 
the crowd of passers-by also, and they con- 
ecregated about the door ofthe store in large 
numbers. He boughta pistoland a box of 
cartridges, but scarcely had the purcbase 
been packed up and handed him, when Ojni- 
cer Smith put his hand onthe actor’s shoul- 
der and toid him he should have to arrest 
him, as he was unable to take care of himself. 
Emmet submitted quietly, turned the pistol 
and cartridges over to the oflicer, and both he 
and the oflicer gotinto the coach and were 
rapidlv driven to the Fifth Precinct Station- 
house. Wordwas sent by telegraph to the 
Albemarle Hotel, to the actor’s son and the- 
atrical agent, apprising them of the arrest, and 
meanwhile Mr. i:mmet himself was taken to 
the lodging-room, where he slept uneasily for 
about two hours. | 

sy that time his son, Joseph K. Emmet, 
Jr., Mr- Winton, his agent, and their coun- 
sel arrived, and Mr. Emmet was awakened 
and driven to the Tombs court. But few 
people recognized him there, and he was 
quickiy and quietly arraigfed atthe bar. He 
suid he had nothing to say, except that he had 
been drinking a good deal, and that he had 
bought a pistol for his son, and, he supposed 
the oflicer had arrested him suspecting that 
he was going to shoot himself or somebody 
else Withthe weapon. Emmet smiled as he 
said this, and so did Justice Murray, who 
adced: ‘**I guess you wiil donothing so 
bad as that, Joe.” ‘I should say not,’ re- 
plied the prisoner. He then declared that all 
be desired’ wasto have a doctor and some 
medicine immediately, as he wished to get 
over his **‘spree” as quickly as possivle. He 
was taken down stairs and introduced to 
Warden Finn, who assigned him to room 
No. 491in the ‘**bospital department,’’ and 
cave bi the freedom ofthe prison yard. ‘The 
uctor bade bis son, agent and counsel an af- 
fectionate adieu, and, lighting a cigar, saun- 
tered into the prison garden. He was very 
much astonished at the number of people he 
saw, and seemed to be unable to comprehend 
the nature of his surroundings. He readily 
gave his name:nd age to the Warden, and, in 
reply tothe question, ‘*‘Have you got «any 
Valuables you wouid like to have takea 
care of?’ replied, “tl have’ = a (\little 
money.’? He then took from his pockets $1,- 
COS in bills, $1,510 of Which were pinned in a 
pocket of his waistcoat, This sum consisted 
of two tive-hundred-dollar and three one- 
hundred-dollar bank bills, and a Treasury 
note for #10. He then released his gold 
watch-chain, locket, and charm, and handed 
them tothe Warden. He bad lost the watch 
which had been attached t6 thechain. It was 
a very handsome chronometer, costing $450, 
and was presented as a testimonial from the 
public of his native city. On the case was 
engraved the following inscription: ‘Pre- 
sented to J. K. Emmet, February 11, 1870, 
by bisfriends and admirers of St. Louis, 
Mo.” 

The prisoner talked freely toa Times re- 
porter. lie said he remembered nothing of 
what had occurred while he had been intoxi- 
cated. He had not the least idea of when or 
where or how he bad lost his watch. He said, 
however, that he was very sorrv that he had 
lost it, for he prized it very much, because it 
was a present from those who liked to see him 
succeed in his profession. Mr. Emmet said, 
further, that he hated the taste of liquor, and 
never drank except when he had troubles. 
Then hetook whisky in asvirit of desperation 
to drown recoilection. He did it unconscious- 
ly almost, for he said he never knew when he 
was drinking. He always took his liquor 
alone, apd mever went out with a company 
ofhbis friends. When inebriated he. never 
knew what he did, nordid he ever femem- 
ber anything afterward.- He declared he 
would begin to act again assoonas he recov- 
ered from the effects of his excessive pota- 
tions. He walked up and down in the gar- 
den of the prison court-yard fora while, and 
then, after drinking some bromide of potassi- 
um, lay down and fell asleep in his room. 
During his week of dissipation, it is estimated 
that Mr. Emmet lost and spent in the neigh- 
borhood of $2,500.

The o}Jdest human being in Westchester 
county, and perhapsin the State of New 
York, is Uncle Lew Brady, as he is called,a 
negro who began life in the latter half of the 
last century,and who. according to his best 
recollection, is now 107 years ofage. The old 
man lives in a modest cottage in the village of 
Sparta, asuburb of Sing Sing, and when a 
Hierald reporter called upon him yesterday 
he was down in the garden howjing beans. 
Brady is quite a character. He has lived in 
Sparta over fifty vears.and owns the little 
house which he occupies. His correct name 
is Noah Brady, but since a little misunder- 
standing be bad with his master about sixty 
years ago he has pveen known as ‘‘Lew’”’ Bra- 
dy. Heisa tal!, intelligent-looking negro, 
and inal! his dealings since his residence in 
Westchester county he has been strictly and 
scrupulously fair and honest. His headis as 
white as snow, his snoulders are a little 
rounded and he walks with a tottering gait. 
He says heis afilicted with rheumatism in 
one of bis ankles, which makes him a little 
lame; otherwise he could rina short foot- 
race with any man half bis age. 

Brady was born in Kent county, Md.,a 
slave. His father, one of Gen. Washington’s 
slaves, slong with Bill Cook, Abe’ Kod- 
well, Daddy Pompey and others, was eman- 
cipated by the Il’resident after the death of 
Lady Wasbington. His mother was a slave 
owned by Col. David I. Zabriski, who owned 
a farm or plantation mostiy lying in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. he subject of this article 
was frequeutiv a/ visitor at Mount Vernon 
during Gen. Washington’s lifetime, and Was 
well acquainted with him and Mrs. Washing- 
ton. He remembers the death oftne Father 
of his Country and was atthe plantation on 
the day the latter died. The funeral of Gen. 
Washington is freshin hismemory. He says 
that bis father attended the obse quies, but 
be did not go himself, although he saw the 
procession atthe tomb.

THE TOOTHSOME OYSTER. 


Some Interesting Facts About the Val- 
uable Bivalve. 
New York Cor. Cincinnati Gazette. 

This shell fish was known to the ancients. 
Its name is derived from osreon, the Greek 
for bone. Oysters, indeed, have not only 
been popular among all nations, but the very 
neme bas maintained a corresponding identi- 
tv in all Janguages; thus, in Latin, it is ostrea; 
in liuss, ystrite; Danish. oster; Swedish, 0os- 
tra; German, auster; French, huiter, and 
Armenian, eistren. The notion that this fish 
is only wholesome during the R months is 
entirely modern, and is incorrect, but no 
coubt it is advantageous, since the summer is 
the spawning season, and hence the fish 
should not be disturbed. ‘There are at least 
sixty varieties of oys‘er, those found 
in warm latitudes being inferi- 
or to the product of a cooler clime. 
The oyster lives on minute particles which en- 
ter the shell when open. It cannot move, and 
therefore its food must come to it. Hence, 
like Micawber, it is alwa\s *‘waiting for some- 
thing to turn up.’? ‘“*Native oysters?’ are 
those taken in their native bed. Oysters are 
improved by changing, and hence transplant- 
ing is an important feature in the business. 
‘Oyster seed,’’ as the little ones are called, 
are purchased for $1 per bushel and planted 
in favorable spots, whence they are taken up 
by huge rakes. When the oyster season stops 
(during summer) the clam season sets in. and 
thus each fish has its day. Clams have been 
very cheap and immense quantities have been 
eaten, but ovsters will now toa great degree 
take their place. 

OTHER. DETAILS. 

During my residence in this ¢itv the oyster 
trade has increased more rapidly than a!most 
any Other specialty. Few, indeed. can form 
any idea of its immense extent. It is esti- 
mated that the salesinu this citv during the 
present year will exceed $25,900,000, and at 
this rate an aggregate of almost thrice that 
sum will be reacned through the Union. 
More than 40,000 persons are engaged in the 
trafticin this city. ‘Phere are those who buy 
and sell by the cargo, while othersjob ina 
smalier way, and thenthereis the countless 
variety of oyster saloons, from the splendid 
Broadway basement down to the street stand 
where a capital of #/ is suflicient. When L was 
a lad Canal street was the popular center of 
the trade, and one often h2ara of oysters ‘fon 
the Canal street plan.’’ This term, however, 
isnow forgotten. One of the heaviest dealers 
is James Boyle, who bis been extensively en- 
geved in shipping oysters to England. Tae 
gieat oyster murket is now at the foot of 
‘Tenth street, where the boats daily discharge 
vast cargoes. You canthere get a dime stew 
or buy a boat load of the same man. The 
fashion of eating onthe half shell is onthe 
increase, and this leads toa demand for ex- 
perts inthe trade. <A good ‘‘stabber,” as the 
term goes may now obtain liberal pay. The 
rapidity with which the work is done is cer- 
tainly marvelous, ind the amount which some 
will cut in this manneris equally a matter of 
admiration. (ne man has been known to 
open ‘00 per hour, :nd to keep this number as 
un average for more than half a day—making 
0,400 in six hours. The reader can hardly 
imagine the dexterity required in this im- 
mense execution, and infact the statement 
almost seems incredible. 

OYSTER MAGNATES, 

The late Sidney Dorion was the most popu- 
lar oyster manin America. He began poor, 
butlefta fortune. This remarkable degree 
of success was due to his rare neatness and 
good taste. Histplace was always attractive, 
and so were his oysters. Hence he command- 
ed the best patrons of the city. Simple as the 
cooking of an oyster may seem, there was a 
fascination in Dorlon’s style which few 
would approach. Hedied a few years ago, 
leaving 350,000, all made in a moderately 
sized oyster-house. Van Name, who kept 
at the corner of broadway and [Fulton street, 
won a distinguished ’ reputation in this 
line and became rich. He afterward got 
above his business and caught the fever of 
renown. Leaving the oyster saloon hé was 
induced to aid in organizing a sayings bank, 
of which he was made president. Instead of 
serving out shilling stews he satin acush- 
ioned chair in a business parlor, and 
signed such papers as Were placed 
in his hands. The result was just what 
might ve expected. The bank failed, and 
Van Name not only lost all his money, but 
nurrowly escaped an indictment. It is a 
curious feature in the trade that dealers when 
sending home oysters to their customers 
always use a pail painted blue outside and 
white inside. Blue and white are the oyster- 
man’s arms.

The Galway Home Ruler, O’Connor, 
last week introduced his threatened 
resolution looking toward the abolition 
of the House of Lords and_ the 
Commons refused to consider the idea 
by a vote of seventy-one nays against thir- 
teen yeas. Among the minority, besides 
five Lrish members,were Messrs.Bradlaugh, 
Briggs, Broadhurst, Dilke, Lawson, La- 
bouchere, McLaren and Whalley. A num- 
per of Irish members voted on the other 
side and Paruell refused to have anything 
to do with the resolution. These English 
Radicals have certainly gone far forward in 
the road to Republicanism, and though no 
one expected a different fate for the reso- 
lution it has done its work. The English 
mind is becoming familiarized with the 
idea that an hereditary Senate is a mistake. 
Fifty years ago the promulgation of this 
thought would have been met by social 
ostracism and no man in Parliament could 
have been found hardy enough to enun- 
ciate it. Nobody now thinks it strange 
that Mr. Labouchere and the other gentle- 
men who form the Radical minority should 
preach the gospel of equality. Here in 
America, where we have not been warped 
by custom into a crooked belief in the hea- 
venly origin of the aristocracy, we fail 
to appreciate the halo with which the Brit- 
ish mind envelopes the peer. Weare una- 
ble to understand why a descent which 
men have agreed to call noble shall consti- 
tute the first requisite for legislation. The 
friends of the House ef Lords hold that its 
hereditary character is the guarantee of its 
stability and fearlessness in withstanding 
popular clamor upon occasion and check- 
ing the presumptive rashness of a purely 
elective body like the House of Commons,

of such men as Adam Smith or John Stuart 
Mill. Itis not right, and no amornt of 
argument in that direction will ever con- 
vince anybody possessed of rudimentary 
common sense that it is right for titled 
idiocy, Whose wealth ¢ven has to be insured 
by tightly-drawn lines of entail, to furnish 
brains fora great empire. The English 
aristocracy is, after all, only a shadow. 
If it were more the people would sweep it 
away. Vested rights in England are the 
bulwark of the crownand the coronet. The 
holders of property are afraid to make any 
breakin the dyke holding out universal 
suffrage, for they do not know where the 
crevasse will end, once it has begun. This 
is the reason that they preserve the shad- 
ow long after the substance has passed 
away, and few people doubt that monarchy 
and all the solemn fooling of aristocracy 
in Engiand will total 
wreck of feudalism throughout Europe. 
Great Britain has already disposed of the 
question, and in practical freedom it is a 
century in advance of the eontinent. Ifthe 
tax-payers wish to keep up their puppet 
show of royalty the rest of the world has 
no reason to object.

CHEAP MONEY. 

No political economist of this country or 
any other could have dared to assert twen- 
ty vears ago that in the vear 1880 the peo- 
ple of the United States would have plenty 
of money to invest at 31-2 per cent inter- 
est. But itis true, nevertheless, and in 
the interim we have hada war that took 
about $2,000,000,000 from the public treas- 
ury andas much more fromthe pockets 
of private individuals. The currency has 
been restored to its normal condition. The 
dangers of inflation have been passed and 
values rest on a selid basis. We no longer 
have to take our bonds to foreign countries 
to finda market. We can’t supply the de- 
mand that comes from our own people. 
After the resumption of specie payments 
the public eagerly took the four per cent 
bonds and for months thcev have been ata 
premium of from cight to ten cents. At 
the present premium these bonds pay only 
three and a half per cent interest. The 
very fact that they are at sucha high pre- 
mium proves conclusively they are eagerly 
sought for by investors, These same bonds 
can be hypothecated in New York and 
money had on them at two and a half per 
cent. This is certainly low interest, and it 
would appear that we have almost as 
much of a surplus of money as England, 
wherethe Government securities command 
only three percent. Our money has in- 
creased more than our population. The 


wisest men of the nation were afraid that 
the resumption of specie payments would 
contract the currency to suchan extent 
that business would be injured ,but itturns 
out that money has been a great deal more 
plenty since the resumption of specie pay- 
ments than it was for several years before. 
One explanation of this is that when the 
panic of 1873 came people who had monéy 
put it away in vaults, safe-deposits and in 
the ground. No approximate idea can be 
had of the millicns and millions of dollars 
thus hid away simply for safe-keeping, 
When confidence was restored this money 
was deposited in banks, invested in bonds, 
and put here and there and everywhere so 
that it might begin to multiply. Nowa 
dollar in paper is worth ail of a 
dollar in gold, so that money is not 
only plenty but good. There is no danger 
in an abundance of circulating medium 
when it is on a sound basis. We hada 
great deal of money in 1867, but prices 
were high and interest was exorbitant; 
now prices are low and interest is reason- 
able. We shall hear no more of ten, 
twelve and eighteen per cent on loans. 
There is hardly a bank in this city that 
has not had from $100,000 to $1,000,000 that 
it was anxious to let out on good security 
ata lowrate since the first of the year 
1880. And the farmers themselves, who 
never before had any trouble in loaning 
their savings out to their neighbors at 10 
per cent, and who were brought up to be- 
lieve they could never take less, are now 
glad to get 6 and 7 percent. People are 
paying their old obligations instead of con- 
and they

effects that will follow this happy state of 
our financial condition is that capitalists 
will cease to look upon loans as the best 
means of increase and will turn their atten-

The battle at Candahar, of which full de- 
tailsare now in, was a complete and 
crowning victory for the British arms, and 
Ayoob Kahn, who but a few days ago wasa 
power in the land, is to-day a hunted, 
heart-broken fugitive wildly making for the 
Persian frontier. The tribesmen were 
chased for fifteen miles up the Argand Ab 
Valley by the cavalry and no one will ever 
be able to tell how many’ were 
Slaughtered in the wild rout. We 
only know _ that in one village 
entered by Gen. McPherson two hundréd 
dead bodics were found. This Afghan 
war, however, when all is said, is no great 
thing.

More Light on the Great Census 
Question.

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The Information a Reporter Got at the 
Water Rates Office. 


Some interesting facts touching the popula- 
tion of the city may be bad at the office of the 
Assessor of Water Rates. A reporter called 
there last week and found General Stevenson 
ready to give any information at his disposal. 

‘*What can I get here bearing on the cen- 
sus question?’’ asked the reporter. 

‘‘A wood deal that you may find useful to 
the PostT-DISPATCH in its present commend- 
able movement for a new census,’’ replied 
the General. ‘*Wehad occasion last spring 
to collect ‘some statistics in regard to the 
water supply of the city and you will find by 
looking over them that they have a direct 
bearing on the census questéon.’’ 

The General then gave the reporter access 
to some of the books of his office, from which 
the follomice facts were obtained: 

Thereare about 9,000 dwelling houses in 
the cily that take Water andtaks out separ- 
ate licenses. 

There are 71,030 rooms thattake water und 
poy licenses. sie 

In the water district there are 7,000 resi- 
Cences that do not take water. 

by actual observation it has been discover- 
ed tbat there is an average of eight persons to 
the dwelling in this city, and there are fully 
three persons tothe tenement rooms above 

referred to. 

This would give 9,000 residences that take 
water, 72.000 persons: 7,000 residences that 
cdo not take water, 56,000 persons; 71,030 
rooms that take water, 21o,000 persons; to- 
tal, 341,080 persons. 

Tbis applies only to that portion of the city 
in the water digtrict, and doesfaot include peo- 
ple who live in hotels and roums that have no 
water connection. 

The water district takes in only a small 
po:tion of Carondeletand does not include 
much of that portion ef the city added by the 
new scheme and charter. ‘These tigures and 
conclusions speak for themselves.

Imposing Ceremonies ,at the Va- 
rious Synagogues. 


- 
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How the Day Was Celebrated by the 
‘ Shaare Emeth, B’nai El, and United 
Hebrew Cotigregations. 


The Jewish New Year was observed with 
all appropriate ceremonies at the several tem- 
ples of worship inthe city. According to the 
Hebrew calendar this isthe opening day of 
the year 5641, and though this feast and that 
of the Atonement signifv nothing in particu- 
lar, they are celebrated with great solemnity 
and in a way that differs much from the Chris- 
tian New Year. Itisatime, notof joy, but 
of self-examination and reflection, during 
which the past lifeis reviewed and pledges 


for the future are made or renewed. Ser- 
vices were held last evening in all the Hebrew 
places of worship throughout the city. This 
morning imposing ceremonies were aiso held, 
andin most of the temples the music was 
made a particular and especial feature. At 
the Temple Shaare Emeth, situated on the 
corner of Seventeenth and Pine streets, the 
services began about 10 o’clock this morning. 
‘The church was crowded with the elite of the 
Hebrew population of the city. The 
temple is in an ubfinished state, the 
work on the mside being not 
at all compieted, and no decoration save the 
plainest wasindulged. The exercises this 
morning opened with a grand prelude on the 
organ, followed by Hebrew prayers, led by 
Mr. Isaac Epstein, the reader. The choir 
then sang in a splendid manner the grand old 
bymn entitled, ‘**fhe Years Roll On,” this 
being alwaysa feature of this celebration. 
This was followed by a chant, ‘‘O Israel, the 
es eg. our God, is One,’’ during which 
the

and joined with the choir in the singing. 
Next came a long Hebrew prayer led by Mr. 
Isaac Epstein and atits close the choir ren- 
dered the bymn, ‘‘Ewige Wahrheit.’’ Next 
came a series of continued prayer, during 
which the congregation with bowed heads 
responded to the utterances of the reader. 
The choir thea burst forth in the inspir- 
ing anthem, ‘‘God Rules Eternally,’’ after 
which pr. Sonneschein led in 
prayer. Mr. Isaac Epstein chanted 
the priestly benediction and was accompanied 
by the choir. After the chorus ‘Lift up ve 
gates,’’etc., and prayer by the Rabbi, the 
reading from the Torah, or sacred-writ, fol- 
lowed, the passages selected being the first 
book of Meses, xxii., 1-20. Dr. Sonne3chein 
tben recited several passages from Haftaruh, 
aselection from the book of Samuels, after 
first book,cbapters1. aud ii. After this part of 
the exercises, which occupied a 
considerable portion of time, the choir 
sing the praise anthem, ‘*Extoliedis God and 
migbty, the Great King of the earth.?’’ 

Next came the blowing of the trumpet—a 
ceremony so peculiar that one of the names; 
by which the New Yearis know, Yam T’rush, 
is derived from it. In orthodox congregations

sion; but the Shaare Emeth is a reformed 
church, and inthe services ttis morning cor- 
responding notes tothose blown on a horn 
were sounded by a _ cornet. A hymn 
was then sung, and Dr. So.une ciein 
came forward to d liver the discourze of 
the day, taking his text from the tbirty- 
fou:th psalm, thirteenth verse, ‘*‘Whois the 
man thatis desirous of life, desirous of the 
days when he meets but good luck?” The 
learned rabbi eloquently dwelled on the 
trialsand vicissitudes of life, pointing out 
thatthis wasthe season when this matter 
should be brougbt clearly before the minds 
ef bis hearers. He quoted the Talmudical 
adage, **To sleep in the morning, to waste the 
noonin orgies, and totalk intbe evening 
about cbildish gossip, such habits turn a man 
from bis real destiny.’’ 

Tbhe.learned Dector dwelled forcibly on the 
proper way of attaining the destiny and took 
up each branch of the adage separate y, show- 
ing the class of people that came under its 
meaning. The discourse was in Dr. Sonne- 
schein’s usually able style, and was replete 
with learning and full of sound advice.

A Torpedo Boat for Russla. 
From the New York Herald. . 


The Russian Government a few months ago 
gave orders to a firm at Bristol, i. I., to con- 
struct atorpedo boat sixty feet in length, 
seven feet in width and five in depth. stipu- 
lating at the same time that she should make 
eighteen knots per hour on a trial trip before 
she would be accepted.

A LANDMARK. 
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The Oldest House in St. Louis to 
Be Torn Down This Week. 


- “= 
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The Mansion of the Spanish Governors 
to Give Place to a Rowof 
Warehouses. 


Who Have Lived in the House and What 
It Looks Like Now. 


The oldest house now standing in St. Louis, 
on Main, between Myrtle and Mulberry, at 
one time the Spanish Governor’s mansion, 
and for many years the focus of the 
wealth and fashion of the town, will pass 
away in the courseof the present week, giv- 
ing place, as other old landmarks have done 
before it, to the inevitable march of improve- 
ment. Mr. A. Nedderhut, the pork-packer, 
upon whose ground the old mansion stands, 
has already signed the contract 
for its demolition, and in a couple of months 
where once the belles and beaux of Auld 


Lang Syne held revel, a row of stately ware- 
houses will invite miscellaneous storage at so 
mucha package. The house, when it was 
built, must have been a marvel 
of extravagance to the simple villagers 
of old St. Louis. Even yetin its extremity it 
has 2 seedy gentility about it,an air of better 
times and honest building, which the preten- 
tious pork-houses and the other dens of 
trade ape, but cannot imitate. A POsT- 
DISPATCH reporter called upon Mr. Ned- 
derbut this morning and asked permission 
to go over the old house, which 
was readily given, Mr. Xretschmar, the fore- 
man of the packing house, accompanying the 
scribe in his round of inspection. An old- 
fashioned doorway, fastened with a new-fash- 
ioned padlock, gave entrance to the mansion, 
and really it needed a most —_ 
an«d muscular imagination to rebkabilitate the 
abused and empty chambers. All the 
gloss’... »yhich dears of highbred 
life -~-had given these apartments 
had been elbowed off and kicked off 
by the sturdy little tenants of latter years. 
On the Ist of August, when the 
house was cleared of its latest 
brood, over twenty families, representing 
nearly seventy souls, were  disgorged 
into the sunlight and made to find new homes 
in Other houses On the downward path. Ac- 
cording to the best testimony available 
by the reporter, which consisted 
of the verbal testimony of Mr. Chenot and 
Mr. Jobn }F. Darby, pieced out with Edwards’ 
Great West and Shepard’s lectures on the 
early history of St. Louis, the mansion was 
built and occupfed as a Government house ino 
1788, and 
THE FIRST OCCUPANT 
was the Spanish Governor Manuel Perez. He 
lived there happily until 1795, when Gen. 
Trodeaa occupied the mansion. He gave 
place to Charles de Hault de Lassus 
de Delusiere in the year 1.8. De Lassus was 
the last foreign Governor of the territory, as 
he gave place to the American Stoddard. 

Government house had been changed however, 
by that time, and We Lassus'_ had 
leftthe mansion for the place on Walnut 
street and Main, where the surrender was 
made in 1804, After that the old place still 
beld its rank. One fashionabie family after 
another lived there until in 1820, and 
oda Dr. Carr Lane, then Mayor of the city, 
called it bome. After heleft it in 1808 ar 
thereabouts the house beganto go down, 
First one, then two, then three, four 
and live families roosted beneath 
its ample roof, until it became 
simply an overcrowded tenement house with 
along pedigree but a malodorous present. 

(in the ground floor are four rooms dis- 
posed. On both sides the hall-of ea- 
trance, on the north the front 
parlor is four feet lower than 
the back, but this is a later change. The 
back room, Which is gained through a low 

arcbed doorway is one of the old-fashioned 
ideal rooms, low-ceiled, but lonz 
and broad. ‘The reporter could 
easily touch the ceiling.
